Chinese Plane 
Is Discovered 


Twenty-Eight Charred Bod­ 
ies Found Near Wreck 
age—Plane Missing 
19 Days 


SICHANG, China, Oct. 9.— (INS> 
—Wreckage of a Chinese National 
Airways plane which crashed in the 
savage Lolo country was sighted to­ 
day after a Chinese army m ission 
reported finding 28 charred bodies 
of the plane’s passengers and the 
American pilot. 
The Chinese army m ission, which 
had been sent into the west China 
area to paclfv the rebellious Lolo 
tribesmen, reported in a letter to 
the resclue base of Sichang that the 
bodies were found in or near the 
burned plane. 
The other three persons aboard 
the plane, which crashed Sept. 24. 
were also believed to have perishd. 
The CNAC plane, which left on a 
routine 
flight 
from 
Kum m ing, 
crashed in the same area in which 
five members of an American B-29 
crew are reportedly held captives of 
the uncilivized tribesmen. 
They are 
the object oi a search by American 
authorities but tle r e were no new 
developm ents in I he hunt for the 
missing United Slates airmen. 
Undiscovered 19 Days 
The pilot of the wrecked CNCA 
plane was Andrew Lungbotham of 
Pasadena, Ca!., and the wreckage 
was sighted by Robt. Pottschm idt. 
W ehatchte. W ash., pilot of rhe air­ 
line’s rescue plant. 
It was sent out 
after the passengers had been re­ 
ported alive and held by the Lolo*. 


Pottschm idt spotted the wreck on 
the 15,000-foot Lo Chaih m ountain, 
j only 20 m iles south of Sichang. 
The fact that the plane had bpen 
undiscovered for 19 days was due to 
the ruggednes of the 
terrain and 
purposely m isleading reports from 
; the Lolas. 
It underlines the diffi- 
! culties of the army team in institute 
1 ing search for the reportedly m issing 
• B-29 airmen 
The CNAC plane carried a cargo 
| of gold and silver, in addition to the 
, 31 passengers and crew. 
Three of 
the passengers were children, in ­ 
cluding the son of the Chungking

chief who had made peace with the 
( Chinese governm ent.

States has made its first specilic 
claim for a German war industry 
plant as a share in reparations. 
He described the plant as the 
Important Hensoldt Ar Sons Com* 
panv at Hemborn in Hesse-Nassau 
province. The plant is a producer oi 
valuable optical equipment 
which. 
Acheson said, is badly needed in the 
United States. 
During tiie war Germ any used it 
to make binoculars, gun telescopes 
and other optical items 
The United States applicatoin for 
the optical works was in the form 
of a bid presented to the in ter-, 
allied reparations agency in Brus- 
gels. There is no assurance. Acheson 
added, that the United States will 
get it. as several other nations also 
have made bids tor it. 
; 
The United States has a right 
under international agreements to 
receive 
11.8 percent of the ships 
and capital goods in the western 
zone and 28 percent oi othei items. 
However. Washington plans to only 
ask specific items or ships which 
are particularly needed 
Thus far 13 ships have been al­ 
located to the United States. Ache­ 
son said.

Russia does not participate in the 
Brussels arrangement since the in­ 
dustries she receives are allocated 
to her by the allied control council.

Charles De Gaulle predicted today 
that France will fall under Russian 
or Anglo-Saxon domination, should 
there be a war. if the draft constitu­ 
tion is ■approved in Sunday’s reter- 
erdum. 
In 
an exclusive interview with 
Jules Houcke. former deputy, pub- 
j lished in “La Voix Du Nord”, the 
former French provisional president 
j declared: 
"The constitution is a matter ol 
i life and death to France. 
“If voted, anarchy and disorder 
will regin m France.” 
Declaring that the ‘‘international 
situation is serious”, D p Gaulle re- 
| marked: 
“I do not say we will have a war 
tomorrow. 
“I do not say we will not. 
"It's sufficient to know the situa­ 
tion 
is serious and 
fraught with 
dangers caused by these two blocs 
facing one another . , 
Will Be Repeated 
“The events ol 1940 will be re­ 
pea ted under exactly the same con­ 
ditions Fiance will fall under Rus­ 
sian domination or under that ol 
the 
Anglo-Saxons without 
resist­ 
ance. since the government will be 
powerless and divided between it­ 
self.” 
De Gaulle, who did much to bring 
i about the defeat in a referendum 
of 
a 
previous 
draft 
constitution, 
continued Mils 
fight 
against 
the 
i organic law to be voted upon Sun­ 
day. He said of the Russian and 
Anglo-Saxon groupings: 
: 
“These two formidable blocs, which 
today are confronted, can one day 
fall upon France which would be 
without a man at the head of the' 
"late capable of safeguarding or de­ 
fending French sovereignty. 
The internal situation is scarcely 
better.” 
Reiterating his contention 
that 
"impotence and disorder” will result 
in France with adoption of the pro­ 
posed constitution. De Gaulle con­ 
cluded : 
“I have no illusions. I have never 
had illusions. 
"It is not the first time I have 
fought alone.”

Secretary of Labor Lewis B. Sch- 
wellenbach had hoped to effect an 
agreement between the CIO Marine 
Engineers and the AFL Masters.
